Fuller left the court without a perm a­ 
nent head, while the passing away of 
Justice Brewer and the Illness of Jus­ 
tice Moody, 
whose 
resignation 
be­ 
comes effective Nov. 30. reduced the 
active mem bership to six. 
T he little court room was crowded 
with persons especially interested in 
the cerem onies of the oper mg day of 
court. 
Conspicuous among these were 
the mother, the wife, and the daugh­ 
ter of Justice Hughes. 
T he adm inistratio n of the oath to 
the new justice consumed but u f» *w 
minutes, then Justice Harlan announc­ 
ed the d eath of the chief Justice and 
spoke of his distinguished services to 
his country. 
He concluded with the

life would "ever remain as u priceless 
herita ge to his coun tr ymen.”
